Situation Serious as

Warsaw, May 15.—(Saturday.)— 
Marshal Josef Pilsudski’s troops are 


fighting desperately against an army 
which is fast surrounding Warsaw. 
The death toll in the battle, which 
is being waged with increasing inten- 
sity, has been given out officially as 
90, making a total of 170 dead in two 
days of warfare, but unofficial con- 
servative estimates place the number 
of dead nearer 300. 
The minister of war in the Witos 
cabinet is in personal charge of opera- 
tions directed against the revolution- 
His leading generals are Gen- 
eral Sikorski and General Stanislaw 
Haller. Sikorski is attempting to de- 
feat the Pilsudski troops in the sub- 
urbs, while Haller is concentrating 
against the wear guard of the Pilsudski 
forces. 
With few exceptions, the country

While England, with cooling tem- 
per, settled down to work and a 
speedy ending of the wrangling which 
has engrossed government, labor and 
employers for the better part of two 
weeks, important conferences between 
miners, railwaymen and employers 
were going on in various offices in 
London. Premier Stanley Baldwin 
was meeting with miners and mine 
owners at separate conferences and 
making proposals -zhich held high 
ho for a settlement of the mine 
strike within a short time.

Senate Body Authorizes 
Personnel Increase as 
Necessary Funds Are 
Allocated Yearly.

» Washington, May 14.—()—Expan- 
sion of the personnel of the army air 
service to man a fleet of -1,800 air- 
planes would be authorized under an 
amended house bill reported today by 
the senate military committee. 

As approved by. the house, the bill 
directed enlargement of the personnel 
within five years from next July, 
but acting upon suggestions bv Presi- 
dent Coolidge, the senate committee 
inserted an amendment merily au- 
thorizing the increase as the necessary 
funds are allotted yearly by the bud- 
get bureau and appropriated by con- 
gress, 

The enlargement of the personnel 
by more than 6,000 men and 403 of- 
ficers from grades of second lienten- 
ant to colonel would place a fixed 
charge of $40,000,000 a year on the 
treasury and the president was rep- 
resented as feeling that the imposition 
of this maximum should be deferred 
for some time.

Pittsburgh, Way 14.—Indorsement 
of President Coolidge through renomi- 
nation of Sevator George Wharten 
Pepper is the issue in the Pennsyl- 
vania three-cornered republican sena- 
torial primary, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon declared in the first po- 
litical speech of his career here Fri- 
day night. 

Mellon was persuaded to break his 
reticence and come here for the final 
speech of the campaign as the climax 
of. Pepper's fight against Governor 
Pinchot, dry, and Representative Vare, 
wet, who are also seeking the nomina- 
tion, The primaries are to be held 
Because of the overwhelm- 
ing republican vote in Pennsylvania, 
nomination next Tuesday will be eqtiv- 
alent to-election for the six-year 
senatorial term. 

Mellon spoke to his bhome-town fel- 
low citizens in Motor Square Garden. 
He also indorsed John 8S. Fisher, the 
candidat: of the Mellon interests for 
governor. 

We, in this republican stronghold 
of Pennsylvania,” Mellon said, “can 
do no less than give to President 
Coolidge our indorsement and backing 
in his efforts to complete the work 
which he has begun. Whether he can 
succeed or not depends upon whether 
he has in Congress and throughout 
the country a united republican party, 
devoted to the principles of republi- 
canism - nd loyal in support of poli- 
cies which seek to translate those 
principles into action. 

Staunch Republican. 
“In Senator Pepper the state has a

TO BE KING, REPORT. 

Vienna, May 14.—A report reach- 
ing Vienna today states that Marshal 
Josef Pilsudski wanted to become king 
of Poland. 

The greatest concern and anxiety is 
being felt by Poland’s small neigh- 
bors. Czecho-Slovakia is displaying 
concern and Rumania called a mili- 
tary council and rushed troops to Bes- 
sarabia during the night, fearing the 
soviets may choose this time to occu- 
py Bessarabia. 

A report from Trieste states that 
Premier Mussolini conferred for sev- 
eral hours with the Polish minister 
who asked for intervention for Po- 
land. Premier Mussolini is supposed 
to have promised help to the Witos 
government. 


SIKORSKI WARNS 
OF RUSSIAN MOVES. 

Lemburg, Poland, May 14.—Gener- 
al Sikorski, Marshal Josef Pilsudski’s 
main opponent, who controls the bulk 
of the troops in the Lemburg dis- 
trict, issued a proclamation to the 
population and the army warning 
them of the danger of a Russian in- 
cursion. 

“The Russian army has organized 
monstrous maneuvers along the bor- 
ders,’ the proclamation states. “Un- 
less the Polish nation remains true 
to the government the soviet Rus- 
sians will cross the border and invade

KILLED IN BATTLE. 


Paris, May 14.—(#)—The position 
of Marshal Vilsudski is reported to be 
critical in a Havas dispateh received 
by way of Berlin, quoting the War- 
saw newspaper, Maerkische Ostrauer 
Morgenzeitung. This dispatch soys 
that Pilsudski has been obliged to con- 
tend with government troops in the in- 
terior of the city and those coming 
from ouiside.

Washington, May 14.—(P)—A de- 
cline of almost $1,000,000,000 in the 
combined resources of the 8,000 na- 
tional banks on April 12, the date 
of the last call of the comptroller of 
the currency, as compared with De- 
cember 31, was reported today. 

Resources totaled $24,893,665,000 
on April 12, compared with $25,852,- 
412,000 on December 31, and $23,- 
832,463,000 Wn April 6, 1925. 

Loans and discounts amounted to 
$13,301,306,000, a decrease since De- 
cember 31 of $233,972,000, but an in- 


crease in the year of $832,470,000. 
The percentage of loans and dis- 
counts to total deposits on April 1 
was 65.93, as compared with 64.

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Chief Beavers Friday issued a state- 
ment expressing deep gratification = 
the court’s action and stating that “if 
he returns as chief” he hopes to be 
chief in fact as well as in name, with 
power to conduct the department as 
he sees fit.

Original Charges. 

Charges against Chief Beavers were 
brought by Ed Inman, chairman of 
the police committee in 1924, who 
has since resigned. In one of the 
charges it was stated that Chief Bea- 
vers had failed to pay visits “at un- 
usual hours’ to policemen on duty 
as required by city ordinances. In a 
second count he was charged with vio- 
lating administrative features of this 
same ordinance. The third count 
charged the chief with undue activity 
in gathering evidence in a divorce 
case, and the fourth count charged 
him with filing a false affidavit con- 
cerning his ability to pay court costs. 

Conviction on the latter two points 
was not sustained by Fulton superior 
court. 

The couft of appeals held that the 
ordinance requiring the visits at “un- 
usual hours’ to policemen on beats 
was vague and indefinite and that 
there was insufficient evidence to 
prove that Chief Beavers had violated 
it. The decision reversed a decision 
rendered in the Fulton superior court 
by Judge George L. Bell upholding 
legality of the police committee s ac- 
tion in removing the official. 

In its decision, the court of appeals 


held that the members of the police 
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JAMES L. BEAVERS. 


ter and ordinances of the city of At- 
lanta were not legally disqualified be- 
cause of prejudice or bias to sit in 
the trial of the chief of police for al- 
leged violations.of ordinanves or rules, 
as was contended by attorney for the 
deposed official. The higher court 
based its decision largely on its opin- 
ion that there was no evidence brought 
to show that Chief Beavers had vio- 
lated the ordinances as charged by 
the police committee, even if the ordi- 
nances were valid. 


Language of Court. 


The decision centered around that 
part of the charges made against Chief 
Beavers to the effect that he had 
failed to make inspections required by 
the ordinance in question. 

In discussing this ordinance 
court of appeals declared: 

“The rule of the police department 
providing that the chief of police will 
as often as possible pay visits at un- 
usual hours to various portions of the 
city that he may be able to know, of 
his own knowledge, that the officers 
and men are performing their duties, 
is too uncertain and indefinite in its 
terms to be capable of literal enforce- 
ment.” 

Judge R. C. Bell, of the court of 
appeals, in writing the opinion, dis- 
cussed the alleged violation of the rule 
by Chief Beavers as follows: 

“A penal law which is so doubt- 
ful of construction and in which the 
act denominated as a crime is de- 
scribed in terms so general and in- 
definite as to make the question of 
criminality dependent upon the icio- 
syncrasies of the men who happen to 

constitute the court and jury, and is of 
such a nature that honest and intelli- 
gent men are unable to ascertair what 
particular act it seeks to condemn, is 
incapable of enforcement and will be 
held null and void.” 


Evidence Insufficient. 


The court ruled that the evidence 
did not show that Chief Leavers was 
guilty of any of the charges brought 
against him. Charge No. 3 in con- 
nection with his alleged activity in 
obtaining evidence in a divorce case 


the 


Was not sustained before the commit- 
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tee. The other three charges upon 
which he was conyicted were not up- 
held by the court of appeals on the 
ground that there was not sufficient 
evidence brought out to prove Chief 
Beavers guilty. 

George C. Spencé, of the law firm 
of Spence & Spence, counsel for 
Chief Beavers, issued a statement Fri- 
| day in which he declared that the de- 
i cision of the conrt of affpeals was a 
complete vindication of the position 
taken in the controversy ty Chief 
Beavers. 

His statement follows: 

“I have never had the slightest 
doubt of the legal merits of the case. 
Everybody has known that Beavers 
was innocent of wrongdoing, and that 
the charges against him were trumped 
up for the purpose of ousting him, 
His enemies have never hoped to beat 
him in the courts, but they thought 
they could illegally use their power 
to make his defense so expensive aml 
troublesome that he would get tired 
and quit. 

Alludes to Former Statement. 

“In the first statement I made in 
this case three years ago, I said: 
‘In spite of the contemptuous disre- 
gard this committee has shown for 
ithe law, and ‘their facetious refer- 
| ences to the protection the courts may 
/afford Chief Beavers, they will find 
in. the end that the law and courts 
will be sufficient to prevent their at- 
tempt to seize the police power of At- 
lanta.’ : 

“As a lawyer, I take great pride 
in pointing out that four different 
judges of our superior court, the sn- 
preme court of Georgia, and the court 
of appeals of Georgia, have heard this 
case on a number of occasions, and 
notwithstanding the insidiousness of 
Chief Beavers’ enemies, our courts 
Ihave been able to.see that the law af-

Following is his statement. in 
which he also takes occasion to thank 
his attorneys, George C, Spence and 
Nat C. Spence for their efforts in his 
behalf: 

“I hardly know how to express my 
gratification for the decision. After 
the years of sacrifice I have made 
and the bitterness of the delays in 
reaching the end of the long court 
proceedings, it seems almost too good 
to be true. Through it all I have 
never doubted that in the end 1 would 
he vindicated and justified in firmly 
insisting that the laws for the gov- 
ernment of the police department of 
the city should be respected or re-| 
pealed. 

“While some people have seemed to. 
regard the contest I have made as/| 
being personal to myself, I have been | 
impelled entirely in the belief that I | 
was performing a public service, in| 
insisting that the important office of | 
chief of police should be kept free | 
from political influence, and that the 
police department be administered as | 
the law provides it shall be, under the | 
civil service system. I have believed 
it as much my duty to resist the 
wrongful seizure of the police power 
by a few politicians as it was my 
duty to enforce the other laws of the. 
city and state. 

Charges of Enemies. 

“No one has ever chorged that ] 
had a desire to contro} the police -le- 
partment for the benefit of any par- 
ticulay interests or class of persons. 
Mv enemies have charged that I was 
a crank, who insisted upon a too strict 
enforcement of the law, and that the 
police department should be adminis- 
tered by men of more liberal views 
than mine. I need not praise myself 
by pointing out the kind of people 
who have sustained me, nor by 


wards any man in the department. 
They are nearly all my friends: they 
have stood by me loyally, as far as 
they could possibly be expected when 
they knew that it might mean the loss 
of their jobs. There is no more faith- 
ful bunch of men in the service of 
the city, and they can be made into 
an efficient police force the moment 
the chief is made chief in fact as well 
as in name. 

“If I go back as chief, I ask only 
to be allowed to run the department 
as everyone knows the law provides. 

“T wish to answer another slander 
against me. It has been frequently 
charged that 1 want to make unrea- 
sonable war on unfortunate women. 
Every friend I have knows that this 
is false. I have the deepest sympa- 
thy for such people. I have nuver been 
unmindful‘ of their sorrows and 
wrongs and helplessness. I closed the 
red light houses because these unfor- 
tunate women were being unright-ous- 
ly preyed upon by the forces of graft 
and greed, and these same forces were 


‘secking to make me the collector of 


heir unholy loot. 
“T have no way to thank the thou- 
sands of loyal friends who have stood 
so constantly by me, and I have no 
adequate way to recompense my able 
and faithful lawyers—the victory 1s 
more theirs than mine; but all would 
have been useless if the newspapers 
had not used their powerful influence 
to support me, They shall all have my 
gratitude always.

NO WORD IS RECEIVED 
FROM MISSING NORGE. 

New York. May 14.—(#)—At il 
‘o'clock tonight (eastern 
time), 46 hours since it was 
sighted over Point Barrow. Alaska, 
no word had been received from the 
dirigible Norge by The New York 
Times and The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. This was 91 hours since the 
Amundsen-Ellisworth-Nobile expedition 
left Kings Bay, Spitzbergen. 

The Norge’s radio has been silent 
since three Alaska statons reported 
receiving fragmentary messages from 
the airship Thursday morning. 

Since the Norge was reported over 
Port Barrow a storm has been rag- 
ing over the Bering sea and part of 
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northern Alaska, which may have 
blocked the airship from Nome and 
forced her descent either along thie 
coast or in the interior. 
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STATIONS HELP 
IN SEARCH FOR NORGE. 

Cordova, Alaska, May 14.—(@)— 
Army and navy radio stations in 
Alaska, which have kept a long vigil 
in searching the ether for word from 
the dirigible Norge, renewed their ef- 
forts to get into communication with 
the airship tonight. Instructions is- 
sued today at Fairbanks directed all 
United States signal corps radio sta- 
tions to maintain an unceasing watch 
for signals from the Norge. All Alas- 
kan towns were asked to be on the 
alert in the fear that the big craft 
might be disabled with its radio out 
of commission, 

When news of the hop-off of the 
Norge from Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, 
was: received four. days ago all the 
navy radio stations in Alaska were 
ordered .to listen in carefully for mes- 
sages from the airship. é 

Great interest was shown, the chief 
radio men in charge of various stations 
remaining up all night to give their 
personal supervision in an endeavor 
to make contact with the Norge, said 
an official statement issued here to- 
day, detailing the part played by the 
navy radio service. 

“On the night of the 12th Clay- 
ton Williams, chief radio man in 
charge of the St. Paul sfation. L. 8. 
Kobell, radio man, first-class, at Se- 
ward, and J. H-. Dobson, chief radio 
man in charge of the United States 
naval radio compass station on Hin- 
chinbrook. Island, heard the Norge 
simultaneously at 11 o'clock, San 
Francisco time,” the statement said. 

Report Two Strengths. 

St. Paui Island being the closest 
station to the Norge, reported signal 
strength six. The other two stations 
reported signal strengths of only four. 

All reports received by outlying sta- 
tions were transmitted to the main 
office at Cordova. 

“On the night of the 11th, 12th and 
13th, the Norge was called by all 
naval radio stations of the Alaskan 
section, intermittently, on various 
wave lengths.’’ 

To aid in preparations for the flight, 
the naval radio station here com- 
menced broadcasting April 1, a daily 
weather report regarding conditions in 
the vicinity of St. Paul island, Dutch 
Harbor, Kodiak, Nome and Eagle. 
Official and personal messages to 
members of the crew on board the 
Norge have been delivered to St. Paul 
and also to Nome to be transmitted 
to the airship by the first station mak- 
ing radio contact. 

The navy radio system in Alaska 
centers ina station under command of 
Lieutenant W. U.~»~Tattersall. The 
army operates inland stations linking 
with a signal corps cable running to 
Seattle, from Alaska. 


FALSE REPORT RECEIVED 
OF ARRIVAL OF NORGE. 

San Francisco, May 14.—False re- 
ports that the dirigible Norge of the 
Amundsen-Elisworth expedition had 
arrived at Nome, Alaska, kept the 
Pacific coast puzzled Friday night. 

Officials of the Federal Telegraph 
company, operating extensive com- 
mercial wires on the coast, said that 
their operators were advised unoffi- 
cially that the Norge had arrived. 

This was found to be merely a hoax 
passed along from operator to opera- 
tor and was without authorization or 
foundation. The Seattle office of the 
company reported it originated in San 


Francisco and the San Franciseo of- 


fice said it started in Seattle. 

At 7 p. m. Pacific coast time, the 
radio station at the 13th naval district 
headquarters at Bremerton, Wash., 
reported it had been in constant com- 
munication with Cordova.

A Plea for Scenic-Recreational 
Reservations in State 
BY HON. JOHN BARTON PAYNE 


Chairman National Conference,

Washington, May 14.—(Special to 
The Constitution.)}—The extension of 
the> movement for conservation and 
outdoor recreation by means of state 
parks and forests in the south and 
southwest during the past year has 
wide possibilities in Georgia. The 
mountains of her northern area, the 
pine-covered hills of the plateau about 
Atlanta, the streams and swamps of 
the southern counties and the beachss 
along the Atlantic coast offer a great 
variety of natural resources which 
might be conserved and deveywped for 


public enjoyment. 

In the creation of a forestry depart: 
ment Georgia has made an excellent 
beginning toward conservation, which 
deserves the support of public and pri- 
vate agencies. The state forester, 
B. M. Lufburrow, is alive to the recre- 
ational side of state forests, and con- 
templates consideration for that fea- 
ture as his program develops. 
Georgia has many scenic features 
which deserve conservation purely for 
recreational and esthetic phases, apart 
from, economic interests. Preserva- 
tion of part of the Okefenokee swamp,

938 ALIENS DEPORTED

Xanthoma—now we're getting reck- 
less with the medical terms—is sort 
of an enlar and expansive milium, 
wide yellowish plates embedded in the 
skin, often seen in the skin of the 
eyelids, sometimes about the mouth. 
One of the best ways of obliterating 
xanthomas is to touch each n 
with a+ fine pointed’ electrocautery. 
Sometimes patches of zxanthomas ap- 
pear on the palms or soles, and for 
the obliteration or removal of the in- 
dividual patches in these situations 
one of the best things is the well 
known corn remédy—30 grains, half 
a dram, of salicylic acid dissolved in 
half an ounce of flexible  collodion. 
This ig to be painted on the patch 
once daily for a week or longer, when 
the patch will soften and come away. 

The same corn remedy, by the way, 
is not only useful for ordinary corus 
and calluses on the soles, but also for 
soft corns if the toes can be kept 
separated and the space between them 
dry. The usefulness of the corn rem- 
edy does not end there. It is one of 
the best remedies: for single warts on 
the hands or any other surface except 
the face. A wart or similar lesion 
about the face should never be trifled 
with—the face deserves the best sur- 
gical skill its owner can afford. 

Speaking of warts, they come with- 
out apparent cause and they go with- 
out rhyme or reason, so let us not 
grow excited over any mysterious rem- 
edies which may be recommended for 
warts. I have no great relish for 
danger nor do I particularly like to 
suffer pain or discomfort. My own 
preference for a wart or two, in any 
situation, would be surgical excision 
under a local anesthetic. If there 
were a crop of many warts, I'd like 
a few whiffs of ether or something 
and a quick extirpation with the curet 
—scraping the warts away. A few 
exposures to X-ray will produce 4 re- 
action sufficient to remove a crop of 
warts and leave no trace; I'd take a 
‘chance on X-ray treatment if there 
were no ether to be had. Warts may 
be destroyed by freezing with carbon 
dioxid snow. Chemical caustics are 
bad medicine for warts. Much better 
to eauterize them with the high fre- 
quency spark.

Racine. Wis., May 14.—(4)—For 
America to discontinue its support of 
orphan children in the Near East 
would be a worse tragedy than for 
this nation to have permitted all of 
them to perish at the close of the 
world war. This was the appeal of 
Dr. John R. Voris, associate general 
secretary of Near East relief, made 
today before the national council of 
a Episcopal churches meeting 

ere, 


Dr. Voris, just back from a survey 
of religious and educational condi- 
tions in Greece, Syria and Armenia, 
snid he doubted if religious leaders 
“appreciate the significance of the 
monster reconstructive program ac- 
tually in progress in those countries, 
made possible by donations in Amer- 
ica.”” To quit the work now, he said, 
would break the morale of both chil- 
dren and adults and deal them a fatal 
blow. 

In five years in the Caucasus alone. 
American surgeons have healed 22,000 
cases of trachoma, he said, and thou- 
sands of children are now receiving 
practical education which in <‘1e past 
was only available to the aristocratic 
classes. 

“America must see this child wel- 
fare work through, because it is in 
the next three years we propose to 
pick from these children, those who 
are to be the future leaders of the 
Near Fast,” he said. 

Consideration of plans for recon- 
struction of St. Luke’s international 
hospital in Tokyo, Japan, destroyed 
by the earthquake in 1923, engaged 
the attention of the national council 
today. 

The work has been carried on in 
temporary wooden buildings since the 
temblors undermined the structures 
with a loss of $3,000,000. The chureh 
proposes to expend 82.500.000 in ad- 
dition to $900,000 now available for 
the building project.

Present Program To Save 
France From Bankruptcy 


Financial Ultimatum Is 
Issued to Her Officials 
By Bank Leaders of Two 
Nations.

London, May 14.—Under cover of 
silence afforded by the great British 
strike, important international nepo- 
tiations closely affecting America 
have been going on for stabilizing the 
French finances, with the result that 
a financial ultimatum has been issned 
to France by tie British and Ameri- 
ean financiers. If it is accepted, 
France may be saved from national 
bankruptcy and the franc stabilized. 

The negotiations were carried on in 
a room at the Ritz hotel, London, The 
participants were Benjamin Stroug, 
sovrernor of the Federal Reserve bank ; 
Montagu Norman, governor of the 
Bark of England, and Jean Parmen- 
tier, French financial expert and for- 
mer controller of funds in the depart- 
ment of the French ministry of fi- 
nance, and, although now not occupy- 
ing an official position, a man who is 
entrusted with most careful financial 
missions for the French government. 

Norman Called In. 

On the second day of the strike M. 

Parmentier flew to London to meet
